Tus work which the friends of impartial suf
frage to-dny insngurated in our sister Btata,
New Jersey, is one with which we heartily
gympathize. The exclugion of any man frn.r:n
the ballot-box on account of his complexion
is g0 manifestly unjust, so inexousably in-
{ quitous, that we have never heard any
attempt to dufend it by argumont. It
of thoge flagrant assaults upon popular rights
which flonrish only in the soil of ignoranoe
and prejudice. There is not areason why the
exclusion of white citizens from the ballot-box
would be unjust, which is not equally as good
a reason against the axclusion of black eiti-
gems, There is not an argument in favor of
{he exeroise of the right of guflrage by the
whites which does not equally apply to the

iz one

blncks. If the Dballot i necessary to the
white citizen to enable lhim to proteot
hLis rights, and to have his just voice

in the affaird of Government, so is it for the
black citizen. If the doctrine that taxation
and representation ought to go together ren-
ders it proper that the white tax-payer should
Lave a vote, so does it render it proper that
the black tax-payer should also have a vote.
If an intelligent white vitizen ought to be
allowed to exercise the elective franchise, so
onght an intelligent black citizen. If virtne
and moral worth ought to guarantes to a
wlite citizen his equal voice in the Govern-
ment, they cught to guarantee the same squal
voice to the black citizen. And all this rests
upon the simple and obvioms truth, that
voling 18 an act of the will, an intelleo-
tual and that the of a
wan's skin stande in no appreciable relation
to hia mental or moral endowments. A man's
color has no more right to be taken into ac-
count in determining the qualifloations of an
elector, than his height or his weight or his
temperament, or any other physical distine-
tion. It would be thought very unjust if all
electors were required to be able bodied men,
capable of bearing arms; yet an argoment
might be framed in support of such a qualifi-
cation, on the ground that they who control a
nation's Government and direct its policy
ghould be able to sustain it on the fleld of
battle. But how utterly absurd would be the
requirement of a certain ¢color of the eyes or
Liair as a qualification for voting! Yet not
more 8o than thalt of a certain hae of the com-
plexion, The thing is utterly indefensible.
There is not a scintilin of argument in its
favor.

In advoonting the obliteration of this most
unjust feature from the laws of their State,
our New Jersey friends arb not proposing any-
thing novel or strange. They are simply
going back to the purer practice of the State
in earlier days, before the dark ages of pro-
glavery demoralization. The original Consti-
tution of New Jersey, adopted in 17706, under
the inspiration of the doctrines of the Decla-
ration of Independence, contained nome of
these unjust distinctions, Black men voted
on the same terms as white men. And this
continued to be the Constitution down to 1844,
Now that slavery has been abolished, it is
Ligh time that those monstrous perversions of
law and justice which grew up with it ghonld
also be swept away, They are a perpstuation
of the worst epirit of slavery. Those who
continue to sopport them lay themselves
liable to the charge that they would, if possi-
ble, reintroduce slavery itself,

The doctrine of impartial suffrage is beocom-
ing ome of importance with reference to
National politics. Throughout the South, or,
more properly speaking, throughout the States
lately in rebellion, the colored citisena have
been invested with the elective franochise by
aot of Congress. No matter what men may
think of the constitutionality of the proceed-
ing (we belivye it to have been entirely con-
gtitutional), the thing has bean done, and it
cannot now be undone. We suppose thers
are few so infatuated as to suppose that the
black citizens of the South can ever again be
disfranchised except through a bloody civil
war., No; the deed is done, and will stand.
Of course this black element, which is
in a majority in some of the States,
is too important an element to be
overlooked in our political ealoulations.
How will it vote ! Already this has beceme a
very interesting question fo both political
purties. The Democrats are clalming in all
the late Rebel States to be the black man's
best fdends, They are working to secure his
vote. But how can the Democratio party
expect to control the colored vote in any of
the late Rebel States, so long as it opposes the
enfranchisement of the blacks at the North !
When & Demooratic Constitutional Conven
tion in Maryland disfranchises the loyal black
citizaiz and enfranchises the disloyal white
one, how van the Damooratic party hope
to cwrry the black vote in South Caro-
lina'?t In Ehl.‘}rl., it  the Daemooratic
party porsists in ita warfare upon the
rights of oolored oitizens gy e North
it must give up all hops of o
trolling the votes of colored citigens at
the South. It cannot play & sucocesaful ghamea
of double dealing on this quastion. It pannot
palm itself off a8 the colored man’s friend iy
South Carolina, and at the same time prove
iteelf to be his bitterest anemy in Now Jorsey
or Pepnsylvenis, ~ But can the Demooratio

party, for the sake of preventing a fow thou-
wand oolored oitizens at the North from voting,
afferd to Tose the eative colored vote of the
Bouth ! This is & question in politioal dyna-
mios which we commend to the careful con:
sideration of our Demooratic brethren.
